necropsy disclosed only arteriosclerosis 
with the customary moderate enlarge- 
ment of the heart. 

When a man’s arteries begin to get 
stiff his heart has to grow larger and 
stronger to maintain the circulation. 
Impairment or loss of the normal elas- 
ticity of the arteries means a fail- 
ure of the arteries to do their work 
in aiding the heart. 

If you happen to belong in the 
Wisenheimer family please do not be 
me. I don’t blame you 
‘because you are not well informed in 
medical matters; I merely take this 
means of reminding you that your 
family is badly affected with Billings 
complaint—you know too many things 
about sickness and health which 
ain't so, 

The “indigestion,” “eolic,’ or 
“cramps” of the clinie patient were 
due to vascular crises, that is, tem- 
porary spasm of some of the arteries 
supplying the stomach and liver. 

Another manifestation of this kind 
is seen in mature adults with arterio- 
sclerosis; it is called intermittent clau- 
dieation or lameness. Patients de- 
velop cramps or pains in the legs after 
walking, and the pains pass off' after 
a short rest. Occasionally this inter- 
mittent claudication manifests itself 
in one or both arms instead of the 
legs. Intermittent claudication oc- 
curs most frequently in persons whose 
arteries are damaged by over indul- 
gence in, tobacco. Many _ sufferers 
from such attacks assume they have 
“rheumatism” and squander time and 
money on all sorts of worthless treat- 
ments for that nonexistent condition. 

These peculiar manifestations of 
arteriosclerosis are only occasional, 
and not the usual or common mani- 
festations of the disease.

GET SUSPENSION

Chicago, February 11.—()—Two 
policemen have been suspended in 
Evanston, suburban home of Vice

SYNTHETIC GOLD 
FORMULA FOUND 
BY PARIS CHEMIST 


(Copyright, 1926. for The Constitution and 
The Chicago Tribune.)

Paris, February 11.—After 2 
years of juggling formulae the al- 
chemists have been rewarded with a 
gram of precious metsl which is un- 
doubtedly gold, according to Professor 
Jollivet-Castelot, president of the So- 
ciety of French Alchemists, The Con- 
stitution has been informed. 

But the professor says he is at 
the point of bankruptcy because the 
method used to produce the gram of 
gold takes enough silver to stock a 
bank. 

In asking government recognition, 
Professor Jollivet-Castelot insists that 
the alchemist’s dream is a reality as 
a result of this method which roughly 
amounts to the fusion, under intense 
heat of tri-sulphide arsenic aad silver 
at a ratio of 8 to 1. He says there 
is a residue which answers the stock 
test on gold. 

The government, though needing

NEW SOUNDING : 
DEVICE CARRIED 
BY FRENCH SHIP. 


(By Leased Wire to The Constitution and 
The Chicago Tribune.) 

New York, February 11.—A new de- 
vice for locating sea depths was brought 
here today on the French liner Paris. 
It is known as Le Sonde Behm and 
is a German invention. Captain Er- 
nest Maurras, commander of the ship, 
explained the instrument which, if 
suecessful, will do away, with the un- 
raveling thousands of fathoms of line 
to determine the depth of the sea. 

The apparatus is a gun and a micro- 
phone. The gun, on ‘the. portside, 
fires a projectile which explodes one 
fathom helow the water. The de- 
tonation is recorded by the microphone 
wliich is attached to the forward see- 
tion of the keel beneath the water line. 
And this is transmitted to the instru- 
ment on the bridge, operating a dial. 

When the cartridge strikes the ocean 
bed there is another sound, which the 
microphone also records. The dial 
on the bridge gives the depth. 


GOVERNMENT ASKS 
HUGE DAMAGES 
IN S-51 SINKING 


Washington, February 11.—(pQ— 
The federal government has prepared 
a claim of more than $2.000.000 
against the Ocean Steamship com- 
pany, whose steamer City of Rome 
sumk the submarine S-51, but the 
justice department is uneertain 
whether so large a bill will be admis- 
sible in court. 

The government realizes that the 
City of Rome herself is not worth 
$2.000,000. The steamship company 
has asked the federal court at New 
York to limit the liability in advance 
of the filing of claims, and until the
